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dges of their Country, being no longer able to carry on their De- 
viliſh Deſigns, and tecing Vengeance at their Heels, ro the amaze- 
ment of all the World, on a ſudden fled away alcogether , every 
one ſhifting for himſelf as well as he could, amongſt which Number the 
late Lord Chancellor was the chief, whoſe Politicks and Law having at this 
time failed him, he rhoughtr fitter to truſt ro his Heels than to his Head, and 
accordingly on Monday the 1orh. Inſtant, berween Three and Four of the 
Clock in the Morning conveyed himſelf away, and having in Diſguiſe gor 
down fafe:to Happing thought himſelf fate enough, having put himſelf on 
Board a Collicr, which he pretended was ond fow New-Caſile, bur indeed 
was Deſigned for Hambourough, but ſome Perfons having Notice thereof, 
by the means of the Mate, they went to a certain Juſtice tor a Warrant to 
pprehend him, bur he thought fit ro put them off, whereupon they ap- 
plied rhemſelves immediately to the Lords of the Council, whogranted them 
a Warrant, whereupon they went immediately to ſearch the Ship, but he 
on Tueſday Night, thought not himſelf” ſate on Board the Collier , _ in 
which he was to pals, bur lay in another Ship hard by ; thoſe that came this 
day to fcarch fot him miſsd of him on board, but had information given 
them thar he was hard by, at a little Pedling Ale-Houſe a taking his fare- 
well-Pot, where accordingly they found him, being the Sign of the Red- 
Cow in Anchor and Hope- Alley near King Ednard Stairs in Wappins, from 
whence they immediately hurry'd him in a Coach Guarded with ſeveral 
Blunderbuſſes to rhe Lord Mayors , where the Crowd was fo great, and the 
Rabble to Numerous, all crying out rogerher Vengeance, Juſtice, Juſtice, 
that the Lord Mayor was forced to come out into his Belcony, and with his 
Hart in his Hand deſired the People to go away, and keep the Peace z and 
did promiſe them that he had already ſent to the Lords of the Council about 
the Marter , and that they ſhould have Juſtice done them ; and thar 
in the mean time, their Priſoner ſhould be ſafely Guarded, whereupon the 
People withdrew, and foon after my Lord under a ſtrong Guard , was ſene 
to the Lords of the Counctl. |
